TWENTY-EIGHTH 

ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE  COMMITTEE  OF  MANAGEMENT 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1927. 


THE  Committee  has  pleasure  in  presenting  to  the  Subscribers 
the  twenty-eighth  Annual  Report  and  Accounts  for  the 
year  ended  31st  December,  1927. 

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  they  have  to  record  the  death  of 
Mr.  Alfred  Whalley.  Mr.  Whalley  served  the  Hospital  for  many 
years  both  as  a  member  of  the  Committee  and  as  a  Trustee,  and 
the  Committee  wishes  to  place  on  record  its  high  appreciation  of 
the  services  he  so  loyally  rendered  to  the  Hospital. 

The  Committee  gratefully  acknowledges  the  highly  satis¬ 
factory  character  of  the  year’s  work,  due  in  a  very  large  measure 
to  the  cordial  co-operation  of  the  Honorary  Medical  Officers  and 
Nursing  Staff.  For  these  results  the  Committee’s  and  Subscribers’ 
best  thanks  are  given,  first  to  the  Honorary  Medical  Staff  for  the 
time  and  skill  they  devote  to  the  work  of  the  Hospital ;  and, 
secondly,  to  the  Matron  and  Nursing  Staff  for  the  capable  manner 
in  which  they  have  discharged  their  respective  duties. 

The  Committee  also  again  wishes  to  express  thanks  to  those 
friends  who  have  sent  gifts  in  kind,  as  well  as  to  those  who, 
either  by  individual  or  collective  effort,  have  helped  to  carry  on 
the  work  of  the  Hospital. 

It  is  with  considerable  pleasure  that  the  Committee  welcomes 
the  formation  of  a  Linen  League.  Although  a  new  organisation, 
the  Linen  League  has  already  conferred  extensive  benefit  on  the 
Hospital,  and  will,  by  the  nature  of  its  wrnrk,  materially  relieve 
expenditure  by  way  of  maintenance  charges. 

The  Committee  wishes  to  thank  the  Ladies  of  the  League 
Committee  for  its  creation  and  ventures  to  express  the  hope  that 
their  initiative  and  enterprise  will  bring  the  reward  of  added  success 
in  the  future. 
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A  matter  which  is  causing  much  anxiety  is  the  increasing 
number  of  patients  admitted  as  the  result  of  motor  accidents. 
During  the  year  under  review  61  patients  were  admitted  through 
such  accidents,  and  the  cost  of  their  treatment  and  maintenance  was 
£456.  Of  these  patients  28  were  resident  outside  the  area  served 
by  the  Hospital,  and  the  total  amount  received  by  way  of  payment 
from  this  number  was  only  £22,  while  they  cost  the  Hospital  £149. 

The  drain  upon  the  funds  of  the  Hospital,  and  similarly  all 
Hospitals,  in  having  to  treat  so  many  of  this  type  of  accident,  is 
becoming  serious,  and  it  is  hoped  that  some  general  arrangement 
may  soon  be  made  whereby  Hospitals  will  be  re-imbursed  for  this 
heavy  cost.  A  start  has  already  been  made  in  this  direction,  the 
Eagle  Star  and  British  Dominions  Insurance  Company  having 
established  a  policy  which  can  be  taken  out  by  the  motorist  for  the 
moderate  premium  of  5s.  per  annum  and  which  guarantees  to  the 
Hospital  a  payment  of  10s.  6d.  per  day  up  to  thirty  days  should 
the  insured  be  admitted  to  Hospital  as  the  result  of  an  accident 
caused  by  a  public  or  private  motor,  electric  or  horse-drawn  vehicle. 
While  this  will  not  in  many  cases  fully  meet  the  need  it  is  a  step 
in  the  right  direction,  and  as  it  is  desirable  from  the  Hospital’s 
standpoint  that  full  use  be  made  of  the  policy  referred  to,  par¬ 
ticulars  as  to  this  method  of  insurance  are  inserted  in  the  Report. 
The  Committee  will  be  glad  if  Subscribers  and  friends  of  the  Hospital 
will  bring  this  matter  to  the  notice  of  their  motoring  friends. 

For  some  considerable  time  it  has  been  patent  to  the  Com¬ 
mittee  that  the  day  was  rapidly  approaching  when  the  question 
of  extending  the  men’s  ward  would  have  to  be  faced,  as  with  the 
evergrowing  demands  which  are  being  made  on  the  Hospital,  and 
these  largely  accentuated  by  the  Motor  Accident  cases  already 
referred  to,  the  problem  is  becoming  rapidly  more  acute.  The 
Committee  therefore  feels  that  the  time  has  already  arrived  when 
something  should  be  done  to  provide  further  accommodation. 

Reference  to  page  10  will  show  that  the  average 
length  of  stay  per  patient  over  the  past  three  years  has  been 
of  shorter  duration  each  successive  year.  This  is  largely  due 
to  the  limited  number  of  beds  available  on  the  one  hand  and  to  the 
increase  in  the  number  of  patients  on  the  other.  It  would  often 
be  to  the  benefit  of  patients  could  they  remain  in  Hospital  a  few 
days  longer,  but  accommodation  has  had  to  be  found  for  urgent 
waiting  cases,  patients  thus  being  deprived  of  a  benefit  the  Com- 
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mittee  wishes  could  be  afforded  them.  This  condition  prevails 
in  spite,  of  the  fact  that  the  average  number  of  patients  in  the  men’s 
ward  is  twelve,  although  this  ward  was  originally  intended  for  six 
beds  only.  A  Sub-Committee  was  accordingly  appointed  to  con¬ 
sider  how  best  to  meet  the  situation  and  as  a  result  of  its  delibera¬ 
tions  plans  have  been  drawn  up  which  provide  for  the  rebuilding 
and  extension  of  the  men’s  ward,  for  the  provision  of  additional 
bed  room  accommodation  for  the  Staff  and  for  added  kitchen 
accommodation. 

These  plans  will  be  laid  before  the  Subscribers  at  the  Annual 
General  Meeting,  and  if  approved  a  Committee  will  be  elected 
to  carry  through  the  extension.  It  is  estimated  that  the  total  cost 
will  be  about  £5,000,  and  an  appeal  will  be  launched  forthwith 
with  a  view  to  raising  this  sum. 

The  need  is  very  urgent,  and  the  Committee  feels  that  it 
can  rely  with  confidence  upon  the  residents  of  Skipton  and  District 
to  see  that  the  demands  which  are  being  increasingly  made  on  the 
Hospital  will  be  satisfied  and  that  the  work  of  healing  will  be  in 
no  way  hampered  by  any  lack  of  financial  support. 

INCOME  AND  EXPENDITURE. 

It  is  very  gratifying  to  note  that  although  the  number  of 
patients  admitted  to  Hospital  shows  a  further  increase,  expenditure 
under  the  head  of  Maintenance  and  Administration  shows  a  decrease 
of  £105.  This  is  due  in  a  large  measure  to  the  help  afforded  by  the 
Linen  League  which,  through  the  many  gifts  it  has  supplied,  has 
already  relieved  expenditure  to  the  extent  of  about  £100.  While 
there  has  been  no  relaxation  in  the  efforts  of  the  Committee  to 
provide  everything  necessary  for  the  patients,  it  will  be  seen  that 
the  economical  working  of  the  Hospital  has  been  maintained. 

A  small  increase  is  this  year  shown  in  the  receipts.  While 
the  amount  received  by  way  of  subscriptions  remains  the  same, 
there  is  a  substantial  increase  in  the  Donations.  The  Committee 
is  most  grateful  for  the  latter  increase  but  wishes  to  again  call 
attention  to  the  need  of  additional  support  by  way  of  annual  sub¬ 
scriptions. 

It  is  very  desirable  that  the  list  of  Subscribers  be  augmented, 
as  income  from  this  source  is  regarded  as  of  a  more  or  less  permanent 
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nature.  With  this  object  in  view  attention  is  directed  to  the  form 
at  the  end  of  the  Report,  and  if  those  who  already  subscribe  will 
kindly  forward  the  names  of  anyone  whom  they  think  would  be 
willing  to  make  an  annual  contribution  to  the  funds  of  the  Hospital, 
the  Hon.  Treasurer  will  be  grateful. 


One  rather  disquieting  feature  is  the  fall  of  £165  in  the  amount 
received  by  way  of  patients’  payments.  The  Committee  cannot 
think  that  this  is  in  any  way  due  to  lack  of  appreciation  of  the 
services  given,  and  realise  that  many  of  the  patients  admitted 
are  regular  contributors  through  the  Workpeople’s  Collections. 
The  Committee  would,  however,  call  attention  to  this  matter  in 
the  hope  that  patients  will,  within  their  means,  do  all  they  can 
to  maintain  this  somewhat  fluctuating  source  of  income. 


The  Committee  again  desires  to  express  its  very  warm  ap¬ 
preciation  of  the  invaluable  support  given  by  the  Gala  Committee. 
Fortunately,  “Gala  Hay”  was  one  of  the  few  really  summer  days 
of  1927,  and  the  result  is  reflected  in  an  increase  of  £50,  viz.,  £250, 
in  the  amount  received  towards  current  expenses.  In  addition, 
£200  was  received  for  the  Endowment  Fund  as  against  £160  received 
last  year.  Whilst  heartily  thanking  the  members  of  the  Gala  Com¬ 
mittee  for  their  untiring  and  successful  work,  the  Committee  would 
like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  its  thanks  to  the  resi¬ 
dents  of  Skipton  and  District  for  their  continued  patronage  of  this 
annual  event. 

The  Hospital  Ball  repeated  its  previous  successes,  as  indeed  it 
was  bound  to  do  when  such  enthusiasm  as  that  shown  by  the  Ball 
Committee  is  forthcoming  year  by  year.  It  is  no  light  task  which 
this  Committee  has  set  itself  in  endeavouring,  and  with  success, 
to  wipe  out  any  deficit  which  arises  in  the  year’s  accounts.  That 
the  Hospital  started  the  New  Year  free  from  debt  is  due  to  the 
splendid  efforts  of  the  Ball  Committee  which  liquidated  an  adverse 
balance  on  the  previous  year’s  working  of  £114  3s.  Od.  The  Com¬ 
mittee  again  tenders  its  most  grateful  thanks. 


The  thanks  of  the  Committee  are  again  also  due  to  the  Ladies’ 
Collection  Committee,  the  Workpeople’s  Collection  Committee,  the 
Old  Patients’  Association,  the  Billiards  and  Bowling  Leagues,  and- 
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the  Skipton  Amateur  Operatic  and  Dramatic  Society,  and,  coupled 
with  the  Committee’s  thanks,  is  the  hope  that  their  efforts  through¬ 
out  the  current  year  may  be  even  more  successful  than  were  those 
of  the  period  now  under  review. 

The  London,  Midland  and  Scottish  Railway  Company’s  Hospital 
Fund  continues  its  much  valued  support,  the  sum  of  £192  10s.  Od. 
having  been  received  in  respect  of  maintenance  of  its  members 
who  have  been  admitted  to  Hospital.  In  addition,  a  donation  of 
£42  was  received  from  the  same  Fund. 

Certain  grants  have  also  been  made  by  Approved  Societies 
under  the  National  Health  Insurance  Acts,  and  patients  who  are 
members  of  such  Societies  are  again  asked  to  kindly  inform  the 
Matron  of  the  fact  before  leaving  Hospital.
